PENITENTIARY L. LABOR. — We learn 


that several gentlemen of this viein- 
ity have employed hands from the 
Penitentiary to.the number of 120 in 
chopping out cotton. They pay the 
State 60 cents a day for each onyict, 
the State furnishing rations and a 
guard. The experiment so far has 
proved highly satisfactory, the con- 
viets working with cheerfulness and 
alacrity, finding the labor a relief 
from its contrast to the duties of pris- 
on life. The employers are highly 
satisfied, finding this labor more ef- 
ficient than that of ordinary hire- 
lings. Another good effect has fol- 
lowed, which is the check to that 
| dissatisfied and rapacious. spirit 
which has for several years past put 
the farmer at the mercy oſ the labor- 
er, aud which frequently, at most 
critical periods, resulted in strikes for 


higher wagens.

ſuced street drab, or the blowsy, bare- 
jeaded Irish Bie ‘dy or Paddy, which 
is the genuine name here for the 
Emerald Isle—red faced, lank-haired 
Germans, swarthy I talians, incon- 
(elvably ragged and forlorn, or well 
dressed and airish negro swells, tiny 
babies, over dressed maids, in pudeut 
joafers, Shrill-voic¢ed news boys. for- 
jorn street venders, uninviting look- 
ing lower girls, (oftenest red faced 
oid Women or Coarse looking men,) 
splendid looking policemen,and hun- 
reds of maguificient men aud women 
who are simply parts of a crowd, 
with absolutely nothing else notice- 
able about then; sway up and down 
the street, a great restless moving sea 
of human life and human wretched- 
yess; a marvellous, fascinating, ever- 
shifting tide of — baffling, 
suggestive, perp! exing, absorbing! 
You wonder where they ail come 
trom and where they are going; what 
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secret spring of action, of joy, hope, | 


or interest animates "each separate 
eart which beats in that vast pulsing 
crowd. Aud if you are imaginative, 
you tit a history to one or two who 
«em to stand out rather more dis- 
tinctly from the crowded panorama 
bat rolls before you. 

these reflections somewhat dead- 
ened the rattle and jostle of a fourth 
avenue stage that was rapidly trans- 
porting us last evening to that fine 
building known as the National 
Academy of Design. It is situated on 
the corner of fourth avenue and 
twenty-third streets, aud is a rather 
pristine looking edifice. The plau 
of the exterior is said to have been 
copie@ from some former palace in 
venjesz and the artistically blended 
colors from base to root are in pleas- 
ant contrast to the monotonously 
brown stone tacades which do abound 
aud congregate in the vicinity. The 
building has a front of eighty feet on 
twenty-third street, and of ninety- 
eight feet, nine inches on fourth 
avenue, ‘The double flight of steps 
leading to the main entrace had been 
made a part of the general ornamen- 
lal design, and with its beautiful 
carving and drinking fountain, is 
radient with unique embellishments.: 
Tue walls of the lower story and of 
gray marble, marked with interven- 
ing lines of North River blue stone, 
and the entire structure is thus varie- 
gated with gray, white ard biue. 
Within the decorations. are corres- 
pondingly beautiful. The grand 
stair case is Wide, massive, and im- 
posing, with donble flights of steps 
ou either side of aspace occupied by 
u magnificent stand of flowers, arran- 
xed with the most artisticskili. The 
vestibule has an ornamental pave- 
ment of varidgated marbles, the wood 
work oiled and polished to ‘show its 
natural color and grain. The exhi- 
Lition galleries occupy the whole of 
the third story, which is admirably 
lighted from the roof and the second 
floor asa lecture room and other 
upartments, the latter being furnish- 
ed like the rlors ofa first class 
hotel. The first floor I believe is 
used asa drawing academy for the 
use of students and artists. cost 
of the building was a hundred and 
seventy-five thousand dollars. 


We do not profess to be any thing 
ofan art critic, but we do know 
What coincides with our ideas of the 
beautiful, and from what we derive 
pleasure. 

This is the second visit we have 
paid to the academy. The first being 
in the afternoon, so we haveseen the 


pictures by both sun and as-light, 
und remain true to our rst im- 
pressions of their merit, though 


the picture that we liked most of 
all, is just theone that has been most 
roughly handled by the critics, is 
Bierstadt's “Spring in California.“ 
(held at $10,000. ) It is the largest 
canvass in the exhibition, and out of 
u large number of landscapes is the 
most striking and beautiful, the col- 
boring is so rich, fresh, and vivid; 
the sky is 80 blue and soft, the at- 
mospherie tints so clear, the rolling 
swell of prairie is covered with 
‘uch rich green grass, such lovely 
luerry-colored flowers, some cattle . 
browsing in the fore ground relieve 
the still-life of the icture, Si to 
us was the finest of many fine ones 
thacum ason gout, that, fortunately 
lastes differ. 
Taken asa collection, the exhibition 
Savery fine one, for, ‘though there 
are not many exceptionally fine 
pictures, there are none that are ex- 
ceptionally inferior. All display, com- 
fort, study and conscientious execu- 
tion, and u very great many extreme 
exeellence in techical finish, and 
claboration of details. There is no 
Careless work, and to be able to say 
a truthfu lly ofa collection of five 
‘undred and fifty-three pictures is 
a small compliment to the two 
lundred and seventy artists repre- 
‘cuted therein. In the south room 
is a picture by H. P. Gray called 
“The Birth of Our Flag,” and to us, 
the picture is as unpleasing as the 
metaphor employed by Drake in the 
2 from which this conception 
ls derived, is overstrained, and to no 
small degree absurd.

Poor Poll 
parrot, denuded of many gay green 
feathers which lie all around sir 
Jacko, sits up a half. plucked image 
of disconsolite ill temper. The ca- 
nary’s cage is oyerturnec, and the 
poor little bird lies dead in the floor, 
a pet squirrel has been rel from 
durance vileatthe expense of half 
of his feathery brush. a glass of flow- 
ers is overturned, and its lovely con- 
tents scattered, by worst of all, the 
Parson’s sermon” lies in ‘countless 
fragments on the floor.

The costumes «re carefully des- 
cribed and rich in color, abounding 
in admirably pointed lace, velvet aud 
satin, A court fvol, gorgeous iu a red 
dress and bells, stands near the table, 
and the party are evidently laughing 
at some jest just uttered by him. The 
wine in the half emptied decanters 
fairly sparkles with vivid color, and 
the fruits are as fresh us if just pluck- 
ed.
